EVERTON for the Champions 
League? You're having a laugh. 


But why not? Why should a club like 
Everton not break into the top four 
places and qualify for the money- 
spinning competition? 

It might seem a little far-fetched but 
just take a look at the Premiership table 
at the moment. 

David Moyes' team have made a blister- 
ing start to the campaign, which is now a 
quarter of the way through. 

Everton sit just three points behind 
Chelsea and Arsenal, and six points 
above Liverpool and 
Manchester United. 

At the moment they 
have every right to be 
talking about winning 
the title, not just finish- 
ing in the top four. 

But if we assume that 
is a little far-fetched and 
that either Arsenal or 
Chelsea will take the 
crown, then a top-four 
finish would still stun 
the Premiership. 


And it would be a mas- 
Sjve boost for all those 
managers out there who 
do not have the kind of 
bank balance to match 
their ambition. 

As Moyes said this 
week: “It would be great 
if a club could succeed 
without the financial 
resources of the big three. 

“T am not saying it might be us but we 
will try to do what we are doing with a 
smile on our faces." 

Moyes is proving with his side that 
togetherness, belief, hard work and 
organisation can get you results. 

Yes, we have seen that in the past, 
usually with teams who have just man- 
aged to escape relegation. 

But it has been a long time since it has 
been enough to propel a side to the top of 
the Premiership - and stay there. 

But surely it can be done and Moyes is 
having a go. 

And while it sounds mad, the best thing 
that happened to Everton this year was 
selling Wayne Rooney. 

His departure has allowed the rest of 
the team to gel as a club again. 

The previous 12 months had all been 
about the incredible teenager. 

Some might argue that it was Rooney's 
goals that kept them in the top flight last 
season. 

But look how they have moved forward 
without the distraction of Rooney on 
their hands. 

The England star had consumed the 
club - not his fault but a by-product of 
his talent. 

He was so huge that Everton, a massive

club in their own right, could not really 
handle it.

ADRIAN MUTU is not the first player 
to fall foul of the drug-testers. Here 
we look at some other high-profile 
cases... 


MARK BOSNICH 

The Aussie keeper tested positive 
for cocaine in December 2002 and 
was charged by the FA with breach- 
ing doping regulations and bringing 
the game into disrepute. 

Chelsea sacked the player, who 
appealed to the Premier League. 
However, the league concluded that he 
was not unfairly dismissed. 

Bosnich was banned for nine months in 
April 2003, a ban backdated to December 
2002. The FA rejected an appeal against the 
ban in September 2003 and though no longer 
suspended, he is yet to find another club. 


EDGAR DAVIDS 

The Dutch ace was at Juventus when he tested 
positive for the anabolic steroid nandrolone in 
2001. The Italian Olympic Committee recom- 
mended an eight-month ban but Davids served 
just less than four months. Now with Inter Milan. 


JAAP STAM 

The Holland centre-back failed a test for nan- 
drolone just three months after signing for 
Lazio from Manchester United. He protested 
his innocence, but was banned for five months 
and fined 50,000 euros. Now with AC Milan. 


FERNANDO COUTO 

The ex-Portugal captain also tested positive for 
nandrolone while at Lazio. He was originally 
suspended for 10 months but this was reduced 
to four months after Edgar Davids successfully 
appealed against the length of his ban. 


CLAUDIO CANIGGIA 

The Argie striker was banned for 13 months in 
1993 after a positive test for cocaine. He man- 
aged to get his career back on track and 
played for Dundee and Rangers in the SPL. 


DIEGO MARADONA 

The Argie legend was banned for 15 months in 
1991 by the Italian authorities for narcotic use 
while at Napoli, he received another suspen- 
sion of the same length after a ‘cocktail’ of 
banned substances were found in a sample he 
provided at the 1994 World Cup. His addiction 
to cocaine and other health problems almost 
cost him his life earlier this year. 

RIO FERDINAND 

The Manchester United defender received an 
eight-month ban after he missed a drugs test 
in September 2003. The player passed a test 36 
hours later but was nevertheless hit with the 
lengthy suspension and has only recently 
returned to action for club and country. 
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WHY is football so petrified of dishing out 
punishments to fit the crime? 


There was an opportunity yesterday for the game to 
send out a message - indeed, a real warning - to every 


young player in the country. 


Drugs must play no part in sport, whether it's perfor- 
mance-enhancing or recreational. Adrian Mutu admitted 


taking cocaine and went before an FA jury to be 


sentenced. 

He had already been 
sacked by Chelsea and 
here was football’s chance 
to throw the maximum 
two-year ban at him. 
Surely they had to make 
an example of this fool 
who has thrown so much 
away. 

Oh no. The FA instead 
handed the Romanian 
striker only a ѕереп- 
month suspension and 
dished out a fine that 
amounted to a tiny per- 
centage of the money 
that Mutu has probably 
spent on drugs. 


Mercy 


I feel no pity for Mutu 
and only contempt for the 
FA, who are stumbling in 
the dark when it comes to 
making decisions. They 
are an organisation lack- 
ing any kind of 
leadership. 

No doubt Manchester 
United's Rio Ferdinand is 
just as confused. He 
returned recently from an 
eight-month ban for fail- 
ing to take a drugs test. 

Ferdinand, however, was 
fortunate to get away with 
eight months when most 
other sports would have 
shown no mercy. Mutu is 
more than lucky he's 
made A DOPE of the FA. 

We are getting tired of 
saying this but the lack of

wrong message about drugs in football. It is also

"As a club we can only take the action we believe 
is right for Chelsea. However, the FA has a much 
wider responsibility to look after the interests of the 
game as a whole and in this case we believe it has 
shown itself to be weak over the issue of drugs." 

But last night the FA hit back. In a statement, FA 
head of media Adrian Bevington said: "The FA 


believe that it is impor- 
tant to balance rehabili- 
tation and education 
with suspension, when 
appropriate, in cases of 
players who accept 
wrongdoing after failing 
a drugs test. 

“Today’s verdict falls 
into line with guidelines 
set out by FIFA on dop- 
ing control matters. 


Attack 


“The player complied 
with taking a drugs test, 
accepted he had made a 
mistake and has com- 
mitted himself to a clear 
process of rehabilita- 
tion. The FA firmly sup- 
port the decision of the 
independent  discipli- 
nary commission.” 

Chelsea’s scathing 
attack on the FA was 
echoed by Manchester 
United star Ferdinand, 
who was left mystified 
and bewildered by a 
sentence that re-opened 
the deep scars left by 
his punishment. 

Ferdinand, who has 
campaigned passionate- 
ly against the use of 
drugs, and his advisers 
always believed he was 
being used as a pawn in 
FA politics. 

And last night his 
agent Pini Zahavi said:

TOTTENHAM have been 
left reeling by news that 
Sean Davis’s knee injury is 
so serious it will now keep 
him out for three months. 

The ex-England Under-21 
star has been troubled with 
tendonitis in his knee and 
underwent surgery on 
Wednesday, which was 
expected to keep him on the 
sidelines for four weeks. 

But head coach Jacques 
Santini revealed the injury 
was a lot worse than first 
feared and Davis, signed 
from Fulham in the sum- 
mer, could now be ruled 
out until February. 

Santini said: “We always 
seem to have bad news and 
we received a major blow 
with Sean Davis having to 
undergo an operation. 

“He had surgery on 
Wednesday and the med- 
ical staff think he will be 
unavailable for two to three 
months. It is bad news for 
Sean and the team.”
